24 has been withdrawn.

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

3. Regarding claims 1,13 and 21 , prior art of record fails to teach of sending a 
facsimile to a device that is not a subscriber of internet access services, forwarding a 
message from a first server to a second server via the internet and delivering an 
outbound facsimile to a target transceiver wherein the target transceiver is different than 
the subscribers sending inbound requests to the target server.
